OMETIMES when T am coming back ts

Philadelphia from a journey nand the
train goes on and on through miles and
mi'es of strects and I loek neross the roofs
of thousands nnd thousands of houses, I say
to myself, “How {s 1t possible that in any
place so hlg and crowded there Is a house
whirh my key fits and a room made ready
for my coming and people who will actually
know that I hnve come home! Two million
people!  And yet I still belong there and
have a place of my own."

It 18 a very wonderful feeling, And the
reverse of it is n very strange feeling, and
under some clrenmstances a freightened and
quite terrible feeling, The Travelers' Ald
Rociety has been founded and is working to
take away the fright and terror and to give
the persons who stand in need of a welcome
and a sense of protection while they are
within our borders both welcome and pro-
tection,

So far as it ls humanly possible {t de-
llvers those who appeal to it and those who
are put in its care and those whom It can
eech out and find—rrom evil,

Eighty thousand travelers pass through
the Broad Street Station during a day.
One bundred anid seventy -five thousand poss
through the New York Terminal.  Among
these there nre children as young ns eight
and adalts us ol as 100 who travel alone.

Last year, durlng the New York strikes,
many ships locked bere and 22,000 {(mmi-
Krants passed through our port, epeaking
twenty-six  foreign tongues, In one day
600 were Innded, and during the eourse of
the year 3700 girls came over to muiry men
here, many of whom they had never seen,

NE of the officinls of the society, Miss
Murray, the head of the New York City
Bureau, recounted two travelers® tnles that
had been reported to her within twenty-foup
liours, One was concerning an aged pil-
grim who gave his age ns 1098 and his des-

tination ax Jreland, He had come from
Lincoln, Neb., and was minded to tuen

about and go home heeanse, as he remarked,
after all there woull he few who would re-
member him or core about Lis coming to
Ireland, siuce ke hud been gone just ninety-
six years,

It was while he was debating this new
thought with the ‘Travelers' Atd agent in
the Pennsylvavia Station thar he divulged
to ber that he was ctuffed with money from
his boots up. He was taken to o bank and
1200 was found about his person, changed
into dreafts, and lis tickets bought and ar-
rangements made for his roturn to Lincoln
{ITII] o weleome and sate howe provided for
1im.

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DR. EMERY R. JOHNSON
On Scholastic Business Tralning
ODERN commerclal educatlon !s now
universully accepted as a requisite for
the highest poseible development of business
ability, says Dr. Emery R. Johnson, dean
of the Wharton School of the University of

Pennsylvania. .

“Commereial cdueation of today,’” said
. Johnson, *‘is nlong twe independent
lines of development. There is an increasing
number of studies for those who desire the
four ‘years' training preparatory 1o thelr
business education, and this includes the
standard basic college branches, such as
English, some of the modern forelgn lan-
guages, history, economics and governinent
and those courses which develop clearly and
fully the prineiples which l!pn'ls._r to busi-
ness in general and to that particular fleld
of business in which the student It inter-

sted,
e The Second Line

“The second line of development has
naturally been toward a nwre definlte spee
cialization both in the method and .Ihi- cons
tent of the courses taught. Colleginte
schiools of business at the present time are
going through the period that the schools of
englneering and of the appllied sclences went
through n decade or more Ago. Naturally
the etudent elects that one of the two lines
of husiness development which scems to give
him the especinl training that be will re-
quire for his future work. -

“The 25600 students in the Wharton
School eonstitute a body sufficiently Inrge
to Indicate definitely the trend and the prin-
clples of study in collegiate training for
businese,

“After the completion of the work of the
first year, where the course of study is the
same for nll of the students. each young man
fs required to deeignate the group or the
general subjects (n which Le wishes to spe-
cialize. About one-half of the student body
elect to tuke the ‘general group,’ which is
organized with the speclfic view of giving
{nstruetion In the principles and the funda-
mentnls of the main lines of bu!llne'ns. These
irelude finunce and bankiog, foreign trade,
transnortntion, ete,

*The other half of the student body di-
vides itself among the several epecialized
groups which the members wish to sty in
detail, sueh ns accounting, brokerage, bank -
tng and finance, transportation, commeren,
foreign trade, insurance, merchandising und
real estate,

Speclal Groups Encournged
‘“The student 1s euncouraged to enmll at

the close of his freshman rear in the spe-
clnlized group whieh will glve Lim (ke
studies in the subjeets which hnve the geogt

est gnd most important bearing on the por-
ticular line of business whieh he intends to

enter. Yenr hy year the work in the voveral
groups s becowning more specinlized and
technlenl, ond this poelley 85 porsasd in

order to develop an Institution wherein i
studont may obtain, along with Wis general
college training, n course which will jre-
pare him as daﬂnltel,\' and as completely gs
possible for his vocation in life,

“Txpecience has clearly shown that the
eollege student bas three definite necds. The
first 18 to know English, or, to put the mat-
ter more broadly, to have a knowledge of the
art of pxprrminn; the second 1= tn have
tralning in the ability to think problems out,
and the third Is the ability to investigate a
sibject s a8 to completely nscertain (he
faet in the case under consideration und they
correctly to apprafze the fact obrained,

“The students who obtain the training
necessary to have command of these t)ree
faculties have a knowledge upon whieh
judgment mny be based and have nlsa (hae
power of expression necessary @ male )p
proper use, of thar judgment and of tie)p
cducation,

Watching the Graduates

“In order to prcertain whether the men

a department which Is In constant eom-
munfeation with severul lInrge employing
firms to find out what kind of men these
firms need.  All of our gradnates placed
with these firms are followed up to find out
whether they ure making good or are failing
in their work,

“In thess instances inquirles nre made
both of the men themselves and of their
employer<. We hope and expect that by
this means tie busiuess tralning afforded by
the Wharton Sehiool will dovetail more and
more Into the sctual peeds of the world of
business,

'“The eclass of students pow attracted by
n business training in the Wharton School
s more earnest than it formerly was. The
men themselves realize that the preparation
which they ave recelving is for the purpose
of enabling them o make the most of them-
selves aml of gheir opportunities in the
business world.

The Indifferent Eliminated

""The indifferent and the eareless students
are eliminated by the severity of the work,
and only those, finlsh the course who nre
determined to make the most of themselves
ond are willug to work Lard to accomplish
this result,

"In general, it may be sald that business
trainlng is beecoming more definite and ef-
fr'f‘ll.\'v. The work of the students is made
harder year by year, as it should he, and
at the same time increasing emphasis i3
being laid upon the teaching of those lberal
or enltural subjects which must he pursued
by every man who is trained for the general
problems of life as well as fop those of

business,"”
